20-26 in order to place the application in condition for allowance. Agreement was reached as stated in the 
Interview Summary. The Examiner's Amendment to claim 7, line 2, which changes "insulator" to - the at 
least one coil portion — causes claim 7 to recite . . . , at least one electrostatic conductor positioned around 

the the at least one coil portion, Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to review claim 7 and 

the Examiner's amendment to avoid reciting "the" twice before at least one coil portion. 
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
